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Contrary to what author Thomas Wolfe says, you can go home again. In fact, 
home has been a welcome and comforting place for the six Giants players 
with Bay Area connections. Brandon Crawford, Logan Webb, J.D. Davis, Mitch 
Haniger, Joc Pederson and Scott Alexander all have ties to the area and have 
relished being close to home where they appreciate the history, tradition and 
connection to the region's professional sports teams. 


Before their days ona bigleague field, these hometown Giants were themselves 
fans, cheering on their favorite players from the stands of Candlestick Park, 
Oracle Park and the Oakland Coliseum. Crawford imitated shortstop Royce 
Clayton's slick fielding, while Haniger, Alexander and Pederson marveled 
at the home run-hitting prowess of slugger Barry Bonds, Meanwhile, Webb 
favored the A's Tim Hudson, Bobby Crosby and Stephen Vogt 


Alexander, who was born and raised in Windsor - just north of Santa Rosa 
- has fond memories of driving with his dad, Richard, to Larkspur and then 
taking the ferry to Oracle Park. He reminisced about how he always tried to 
catch a ballin the stands. “(Baseball) was my favorite sport growing up and 
my dad really liked it, too. So ust being able to share those moments together 
was really special to me,’ said Alexander, who cites Bonds as his favorite 
player, along with As pitchers Barry Zito and Tim Hudson - who both came 
across the Bay to join the Giants and become World Series Champions. 


Down the Peninsula, Pederson grew up in Palo Alto, not far from his idol Bonds. 
Pederson's greatest memories as a Giants fan include attending the team's 
last game at Candlestick Park in 1999 and visiting the Giants clubhouse as a 
high school senior in 2010, thanks to his friend, Shawon Dunston, Jr, the son of 
then-Giants coach Shawon Dunston. During his visit, Pederson received a pair 


of batting gloves from Giants third baseman Pablo Sandoval, Coincidentally, he 
and Sandoval would later play together in Atlanta. After the Giants won their 
first World Series in 2010, Pederson took Caltrain from Palo Alto to San Francisco 
to celebrate and attend the championship parade down Market Street, despite 
having just been drafted by the rival Dodgers only a few months prior, 


Further down to the South Bay, outfielder Haniger grew up in Santa Clara and 
ent to Giants games, thanks to the tickets his dad got through his job, As a kid, 
he rooted for Bonds, Jeff Kent and Rich Aurilia and later cheered on Tim Lincecum 
and Buster Posey during his college years at Cal Poly San Luis Obispo. He was 
also a fan of recently retired pitcher Sergio Romo, so he particularly cherished the 
opportunity when the two played together for the Seattle Mariners last season. 


“The Giants were pretty good when | was growing up so it was easy to be a 
fan*' said Haniger, who also spent time catching waves while surfing in Santa 
Cruz and Aptos during his childhood. “I remember coming to the stadium and 
the games being so fun and the fan base being so passionate - everyone 
rallying around the team’ 


All of these hometown Giants agreed, that having these childhood memories 
and connections to the Giants made playing for the home team even more 
special. Playing on a field that they only saw from the stands as kids was a 
surreal experience that some say is stil hard to fathom at times.

The connection to Northern California not only ties these Giants to the area, 
but also to each other. Davis said that Webb was the first person he texted 
when he found out he was traded to the Giants last August. Davis, who hails 
from Elk Grove, and Webb, who grew up in nearby Rocklin, met in 2015 when 
they were working out at Results Physical Therapy and Training Center in 
Sacramento, They continued to work out during the offseason at Results for 
several years until both eventually moved their offseason home to Arizona. 


“We had a group of guys who were all from the area - a bunch of Elk Grove 
guys and then me; Webb said. 


Haniger recalls staring down Pederson from across the scrimmage line when 
their schools - Archbishop Mitty High and Palo Alto High, respectively - faced 
each other on the gridiron. Both played wide receiver and safety. Oddly, they 
never played against each other in baseball. 


“think it's really cool, too, that we're getting more guys from Norther California 
coming to play with us,” said Webb, who went to both Giants and As games 
growing up and also roots for the Sacramento Kings and Las Vegas (former 
Oakland) Raiders. “I think we all have this extra little chip on our shoulders to 
come out and represent this area. It's exciting” 


For players like Alexander, coming to the Giants has been a sweet homecoming. 
After spending the first 12 years of his career away from home - first in Kansas 
City and then in Los Angeles - Alexander, who signed with the Giants in 2022

asa free agent, is grateful to come back to the Bay Area where his parents and 
two older brothers live, His younger brother, Jason, is a pitcher in the Brewers’ 
organization. Mom and Dad also couldn't be happier. 


“He was always far away’ said Alexander's mom, Maryann. “We saw him once 
in a while when he'd come up here, but it's not the same as now having him 
just an hour away. All those years, we missed out on a lot of things with him. To 
see him more often will be great” 


On Giants Opening Day, Alexander's mom, dad, brother Chris and girlfriend, 
Rachel, sat in the Giants’ family section near the team’s dugout. After the game, 
the family celebrated with a barbecue at Alexander's apartment. The time 
spent with his family was “priceless, Alexander said, He definitely plans to 
take advantage of the close proximity to his parents. 


“Being able to drive home on an off-day and see my parents - that's pretty 
‘special to me” 


‘Staying in the area where he grew up has helped Webb remain connected to 
his community. With fame, Webb says, comes responsibility to use his public 
platform as a professional athlete to help those around him. “The more you 
play, the more you realize you have a voice,’ Webb said. “You know, people 
listen to you, they kind of look up to you" 


During the offseason, he visited with students at his alma mater Rocklin High 
and spoke about mental health awareness and cautioned about the dangers 
of fentanyl use. Webb's cousin, Kade, who also attended Rocklin High, died 
from a fentanyl overdose in 2021. 


“| just want to get the word out about how crazy this stuff (fentanyl) is,’ said 
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Current Giants pitcher Scott Alexander (above left, below), a senior at nearby Cardinal 
Newman High School in Santa Rosa, CA at the time, pitches in a college recruiting 
showcase at Oracle Park in October of 2007. Alexander went onto pitch for Pepperdine 
and Sonoma State University before being drafted into the Major Leagues in 2010.

Webb, who plans to visit the school again this season. “I think a 
good place to start would be my hometown, talking to kids from 
that area because that's where my cousin was from. He was just 
a kid from the area’ 


Signing players witha Bay Area connection isn'tjusta marketing 
ploy, says the Giants’ front office. The organization has remained 
focused on putting a competitive team on the field by signing 
and drafting the best available players, but “all things being 
equal, if somebody is from the Bay Area and the other is 3,000 
miles away, we would opt for the local person,’ said Giants 
President and CEO Larry Baer. “They bring a following and an 
energy with them in wanting to be a Giant’ 


Davis, who came to the Giants in a trade with the New York Mets 
last season, fully understands the sense of pride and honor one 
has when wearing their hometown team's colors. He grew up in 
the San Femando Valley, but moved to the Sacramento area when 
he was 8 years old after his father took a job at U.C, Davis, Even 
though he didn't really root for a particular baseball team, he came 
to appreciate the devotion Giants fans have for their baliclub, 


“This has been my home and it's a great honor to wear the 
Giants uniform and to represent my hometown and home state,’ 
Davis said, "I feel blessed to be a part of something bigger, to be 
a role model for other Northern Californians" 


As a native San Franciscan and Giants fan himself, Baer 
appreciates having local kids play on the home team, He recalls 
how the City rallied around “Dirty” Al Gallagher when he became 
the first native San Franciscan to play for the Giants in 1970. 


“He went to Mission High and | remember thinking, that's really 
cool because | went to a public high school in San Francisco, 
too’ Baer said, 


Giants fan and Pleasanton resident Bob Taylor just knew that the 
local kid who played for Foothill High Schoo! was going to make 
itbig, He remembers all too well the slick fielding and hot hitting 
of the young Crawford. In a game against Berkeley High School, 
which was coached by Taylor's friend, Tim Moellering, Crawford, 
then a senior, hit a walk-off, bases-loaded double to win the 
game. Taylor has enjoyed following Crawford throughout his 
baseball career and became an instant fan. 


“it's nice having a hometown guy you can root for - it makes 
you feel a little bit more connected, said Taylor, a season ticket 
member who has followed the Giants since 1967, 


That feeling of community and connection between fans and 
players becomes even stronger when fans know that the 
players understand their passion for the home team. While 
his 13-year All-Star career and World Series Championships 
have played a major role in his connection with the fans, 
it is the now-famous photo of the then 5-year-old Crawford 
looking forlorn at a rally with his dad, Mike, at Candlestick Park 
to keep the Giants in San Francisco which first endeared the 
shortstop to fans. 


“it was nice to see that he was one of us,’ said Taylor. "It's nice 
having guys who are local, but it’s even nicer having the ones 
who grew up as Giants fans, They actually know what it feels 
like to be a Giants fan. They're one of us. It makes them even 
more of a Giant”

would be doing for dinner that night. Murph had no concrete 
plans, so the legendary centerfielder told the team’s clubhouse 
manager to join him and a few others for the evening. 


“It was Frank Sinatra's house,’ Murph says. “It was a 
great experience” 


During a 65-year career working for the Giants, Murph was 
part of plenty of great stories involving players, managers 
and stars like Sinatra. His tenure with the organization began 
“Where are we going?” Murph asked. with its move to the West Coast from New York in 1958 and 
"To my friend's house” Mays replied. continued until he announced his retirement earlier this year. 


The group piled into a car and started a drive that went on a bit 
longer than Murph expected.

Along the way, he made countless friends and impacted the 
lives of thousands while working in both the Giants’ and 
visitors’ clubhouses, 


“| was like a father, brother and money loaner to them,’ he 
says, laughing. 

Murph was a big reason why the franchise has been known 
throughout the majors as one of the most player friendly. He 
welcomed newcomers to the club and had nicknames for 
them almost immediately. Catcher Tom Haller was “Hatchet 
head" because he always had a crew cut. First baseman Darrell 
Evans was "Howdy Doody; Why? “Because he looked just like 
him;' Murph says. 

He says Mays was "like a father to him,’ and Murph always 
looked forward to visits from the Cardinals, so he could renew 
his relationship with the great Stan Musial. When the Cubs 
came to town, Murph made sure to have Sinatra playing in the 
visitors’ clubhouse, because Chicago manager Leo Durocher 
was a big fan. "He loved it Murph says, 


In 2015, the Giants named the clubhouse for Murph - “I was very 
proud when they did that’ he says - and this August, they will 
induct him into the team's Wall of Fame. Giants Senior Manager of 
Home Clubhouse & Major League Equipment Brad Grems figures 
Murph worked with 2,500 different ballplayers during his career. 


Murph doesn't brag about the connections he made. Musial would 
always stop by to say hello when he was in town, and so did Joe 
Torre, When Ronald Reagan was governor of California, then owner 
Horace Stoneman told him “to take care of” Reagan, who was a big 
baseball fan. Murph met Presidents George HW. Bush, George W. 
Bush and Barack Obama during his long and distinguished career, 


“For a 30 or 40-year stretch, he probably knew every individual 
who came through here,’ says Abe Silvestri, the Giants Senior 
Director of Team Operations, 


One of the reasons Murph made so many friends was that he 
set a standard for performing his job that few, if any others, ever 
reached, Though his mantra was “I don't bother nobody,’ he 
was always available for players - and just about anybody else 
in the organization, When Murph was the visiting clubhouse 
man at Candlestick Park, the trainer for the Braves asked him if 
he could provide some food for the team after games. "He told 
me, ‘By the time the players get back to the hotel, everything is 
closed," Murph says. So, he started bringing in some cold cuts 
and hot dogs, but after a while, that wasn't enough. 


It wasn't long before fans could smell Murph barbecuing steaks 
out beyond the outfield fences. 


"The [Giants] players were saying, ‘Murph’s cooking steaks 
again,” he says. “They also said, ‘Why can't we have them?” 
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If it happened in or around the Giants over the past 60-plus 
years, Murph was a part of it. He worked at the Beatles’ last-ever 
concert, in 1966, at Candlestick. Tickets ranged from $4.50-6.50, 
and only 25,000 people showed up, resulting in a loss for the 
promoter, He was there for the Giants’ 1962 and ‘89 World Series 
losses, and he was part of World Championship clubs in 2010, 12 
and 14, Murph did his job with a smile and a genuine regard for 
those around him. 


“He reps everything we're working toward and everybody who 
has gotten us to this point,’ Silvestri says. "It's like having a Ken 
Burns baseball documentary around all the time. 


The one thing he represented for [Grems] and myself is how 
he set the bar on working relationships with the players and 
anybody who works for the Giants. | could see early on the 
way people in the organization reacted to him, all the way from 
[Giants President & CEO] Larry Baer to the custodians. You 
could see the way people light up when they see him. 

“| don't think we ever had another player in the organization, 
even Buster [Posey] in his prime, who got the same 

reaction Murph did” 


When Murph was a teenager, he used to sneak into Seals 
Stadium, home of San Francisco's old minor league team - and 
the launching pad for Joe DiMaggio - and track down foul balls 
the players would hit during batting practice. When the team's 
trainer, Leo “Doc” Hughes, asked Murph if he was keeping the 
balls he retrieved, Murph replied that he was just helping out, so 
Hughes gave him a job as a bat boy. 


Murph had been playing ball at Balboa HS and was a pretty 
good hitter. But he was a liability on the basepaths. “One of the 
scouts told me | ran like an elephant,’ he says. Murph reached 
the semi-pro level (one of his teammates was future major 
leaguer Jim Fregosi), but that was the extent of his baseball 
career, so he devoted himself to the Seals. When the Giants 
came to town in 1958, the Seals - who were part of the Red Sox 
organization - moved to Phoenix and became San Francisco's 
top affiliate. 


Murph was at first a bat boy for teams visiting the Giants. He 
enjoyed the role, but there were some hectic times, like the 
game when the home bat boy didn’t show up. Murph handled 
both jobs, switching uniforms in between innings. “I was one 
tired guy/’ he says. “But when Willie Mays asked me if! was 
tired, | said no.’ Murph graduated from high school in 1960, 
and then-clubhouse manager Eddie Logan hired him. In’61, 
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Murph spent his first spring in Phoenix with the team. One year 
later, he helped the team move into its Casa Grande complex, 
a self-contained resort with a pool, golf course, hotel, training 
fields and a 3,000-seat stadium, By then, Murph was assistant 
equipment manager, 


"| didn't know that Eddie Logan did everything,’ Murph says. “| 
learned a lot from him.’ 


Murph applied that knowledge fully in 1979, when he took 
over as clubhouse manager when Logan retired. He filled that 
role until 2015, when he retired, sort of. Murph continued to 
come to the ballpark every day and filled the role of legend-in- 
residence, while still making sure everything ran smoothly in 
the clubhouse. 


“Just having him around was great,’ Grems says. “Listening to 
him tell stories and give nicknames, it doesn’t get more San 
Francisco Giants than that. He's a walking history of the club. It’s 
pretty impressive to do what he did for 65 years.” 


And now, Murph isn't doing it. He won't be at the ballpark every day. 
He won't be giving out new nicknames. And there aren't too many 
“old timers’ still around that he spent time with. Of course, former 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy is leading the Rangers, and Dusty 
Baker just won a World Series last year with Houston. “I love Dusty’ 
Murph says. He will still continue to watch as many games as 
possible on TV and promises to “still stop by and check on the guys”

“I'll be 81 years old,’ he says. “I'm probably the oldest guy 
around, All the other guys are gone. Eighty-one, that's good 
enough. I'm going to go and enjoy life now,’ 

That means he'll do some traveling. Murph says he's going to 
“get on a boat" and visit South America. He might go around 
Cape Horn, He'll have the time to go wherever he wants. And 
he will do so as one of the most revered Giants in franchise 
history. Silvestri says Murph would always get the biggest 
ovation on Opening Day, when every member of the team and 
its clubhouse staff was introduced, 


It's unlikely we will see anybody spend another 65 years with 
‘one MLB organization, much less the Giants. Murph’s story is 
so unique that replicating it will be impossible. And it's hard to 
imagine many people in their 70s who still want to come to the 
ballpark for every home game, Murph is a singular part of the 
Giants’ story, and his imprint will be on how future generations 
of clubhouse staff work with players, 

“Murph defined customer service to ballplayers while never 
taking any credit and never put himselffirst’’ Silvestri says, 
“He's the Bible of working in the game. He lasted 60-plus years. | 
know guys who don't last four years.

The San Francisco Giants have always—specifically since 1977—seen 
beyond the standard beer and soda to wash down the ballpark fare. 
It was during that season that the Giants became the first team in 
Major League Baseball to introduce wine to the concessions menu—an 
unsurprising move, given San Francisco's proximity to the richest wine 
regions in the country in Napa and Sonoma. This season, they've taken 
ita step further, partnering with a Master Sommelier to further the wine 
experience while at Oracle Park. 


As one of just 273 Master Sommeliers in the world (that's less than 
members of the 200-home run club), Evan Goldstein earned the 
prestigious title in 1987 at the age of 26, becoming the youngest ever at 
the time to pass the Master Sommelier examination and just the eighth 
American to do so. 


Goldstein's role with the Giants is to have Giants fans think beyond a 
cup of suds while taking in a game, whether the seat is in the Cloud Club 
or on the upper deck. From the ballpark classic of a hot dog or Gilroy 
Garlic Fries, Goldstein can find a perfect wine pairing to accompany the 
variety of food choices offered at a Giants game (for the record, it's a 
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Zinfandel or Pinot Noir for a glizzy and a Sauvignon Blanc for the iconic 
Oracle Park dish). 


California wines are heavily featured at the wine bars on each level 
of Oracle Park, along with wine carts along the promenade and view 
levels and seven other locations throughout that offer wine on tap. 
Sonoma County wines are a personal favorite of Goldstein's, given the 
closeness of the area, but also because of the diversity and affordability 
of the wine it produces. 


In addition to fans, part of Goldstein's mission is to spread his love and 
experience of wine to the players. Thankfully, he has a few oenophiles 
in the clubhouse in Joc Pederson and Luke Jackson. Known as the 
“Burgundy Boys” from their time with the Atlanta Braves when the 
pair were known to incorporate a new bottle to commemorate a win, 
the two will be taking full advantage of the built-in wine culture in the 
Giants organization.

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GREG JOHNSON 


CHAIRMAN 


Greg Johnson is Chairman of the Board of Directors and Control Person of the San Francisco Giants, A long- 
time Giants fan, Mr. Johnson's family has been part of the team’s ownership group since 1993. 


Apart from his responsibilities with the Giants, Mr. Johnson is the Chairman of the Board and Director of 
Franklin Resources, Inc. [NYSE:BEN], a global investment management company with offices in 35 countries 
managing $1.5 trillion in assets, and serves as the Executive Chairman of the company. During his over three 
decades with Franklin Templeton, Mr. Johnson has been instrumental in developing the company's overall 
strategic direction, executing on its strategy, and advancing Franklin Templeton’s client-centric culture. Mr. 
Johnson was elected co-CEO of Franklin Resources in 2004 and served as the company's CEO beginning in 
2005 until February 2020. In 2020, Mr. Johnson became Executive Chairman. 


Mr. Johnson earned a B.S. in Accounting and Business Administration in 1983 from Washington and Lee 
University, and his Certified Public Accountant (CPA) certificate in 1985. He is a board member and past 
Chairman of the Investment Company Institute's Board of Governors. Mr, Johnson is a past Vice Chairman of 
the Mutual Fund Forum and a past Chairman of the Western district of the Securities Industry Association, 
He is a current board member of Jumpstart, an early literacy and education organization, and the San 
Francisco Symphony.

Robert Dean, CFA, is the President and founder of Harmony Capital LLC, a private investment management 
company headquartered in Redwood City, CA. Harmony Capital, founded in 2007, provides investment 
advice, asset management, estate planning, and various other family office services to its clients, which 
include family limited partnerships, high net-worth individuals, and foundations. In addition to managing 
Harmony Capital, Dean is the managing member of Harmony Services LLC, which specializes in real estate

Prior to starting Harmony Capital, Dean was a vice president and portfolio manager with Franklin Templeton 
Investments. He managed the Franklin Aggressive Growth Fund and specialized in equity research of the 
TT services, computer hardware, and data storage industries. He joined Franklin Templeton in 1995. Dean 
received his Bachelor of Business Administration from the University of San Diego in 1994. 
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EXECUTIVE BIOS 


LARRY BAER 


PRESIDENT & CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 


A fourth generation San Franciscan, Larry Baer has gained a national reputation as one of professional 
sports’ leading visionaries, Baer joined the team in 1992 as the Executive Vice President after he and Peter 
Magowan led the effort to assemble a new ownership group that kept the Giants in San Francisco. A limited 
partner and board member of the ownership group, Baer was named CEO on January 1, 2012, In his first year 
as president and CEO, the Giants won their second World Series Championship in three years, In 2014, the 
Giants won their third World Series title in five years. In 2021, the Giants won an all-time franchise record 107 
games and the National League West title. 


Baer is responsible for the overall day-to-day operations of the organization, Under his direction the Giants 
developed and constructed Oracle Park ~- the first privately financed Major League ballpark. Since opening 
in 2000, Oracle Park has been widely praised as one of the “best ballparks ever built” In 2008, Oracle Park 
was named Sports Business Journal's Sports Facility of the Year, and in 2011 the Giants received Sports 
Business Journal's Professional Sports Organization of the Year award. The Giants enjoyed a National League 
home record sellout streak of 530 games spanning six seasons from 2011 - 2016. 


Baer also serves as a key strategist and negotiator of the club's major transactions, This includes the Barry 
Bonds signing in November 1992, the naming rights agreement with AT&T (then Pacific Bell) in 1996, the 
naming rights agreement with Oracle in 2019 and other strategic partnerships. He led the effort to host the 
2007 All-Star Game in San Francisco and was the driving force behind the Giants partnership with Comcast 
to create the NBC Sports Bay Area regional sports network. 


Baer serves as Chairman and CEO of Giants Development Services, which features Mission Rock - a new, 
mixed use urban neighborhood located on a 28-acre site across McCovey Cove from Oracle Park, Phase One 
of Mission Rock is scheduled to open during the 2023 baseball season. Once completed, Mission Rock will 
include more than eight acres of parks and open space, 1,500 residential units, approximately 1.3 million 
‘square feet of office space (including the world headquarters of Visa, Inc.), a parking structure to serve 
ballpark and Mission Rock patrons, and 250,000 square feet of retail, restaurants, and public amenities, 


In 2021, Baer helped launch and was named Co-Chair of “Advance SF"—a coalition of San Francisco CEO's 
and business leaders committed to addressing community needs made more acute during the pandemic, 
In January 2022, Baer joined the Advisory Board of the American Journalism Project, based in New York City. 


Baer has served on numerous Major League Baseball Boards including Chairing the Strategic Planning 
Committee, the Business and Media Board and the International Committee. He is a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Bay Area Council and NBC Sports Bay Area. Baer also serves on the Bay Area Host Committee, 
which was instrumental in bringing the 2026 FIFA World Cup to the Bay Area, He is a past governing board 
member of the United States Holocaust Memorial Council, appointed by President Barack Obama in 2016. 


A graduate of UC Berkeley and Harvard Business School, Baer previously worked in the media industry for 
Westinghouse Broadcasting and CBS, Inc. At CBS, Baer was Special Assistant to Chairman Laurence Tisch. 
Baer has been the recipient of prestigious awards throughout his career with the Giants, In 2010, Baer was 
the named the “Person of the Year” by San Francisco Boys and Girls Clubs, and in 2012 he was honored as the 
Harvard Business School's “Alumnus of the Year” In 2014, Baer was honored by the University of California, 
Berkeley with its “Excellence in Achievement” award and received the Civic Leadership Award from the 
American Jewish Committee. Baer and his wife Pam Co-Chaired the Campaign to Rebuild San Francisco 
General Hospital which was successfully completed in 2016. 


Baer and his wife, Pam, reside in San Francisco and have four children. 
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FARHAN ZAIDI 


PRESIDENT OF BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


Farhan Zaidi enters his fifth season as the President of Baseball Operations for the Giants, joining the 
organization on November 6, 2018. In his four seasons at the helm, the Giants have posted a collective 
winning percentage of .538 (294-252), which ranks as the fifth-highest mark among all National League 
teams behind the Dodgers (,670), Braves (589), Cardinals (559) and Brewers (548), 


Last year, the Giants finished at 81-81 and were in playoff contention until the final weekend of the season, 
Outfielder Joc Pederson and left-handed pitcher Carlos Rodén, two of Zaidi's major acquisitions in the 
offseason, had All-Star campaigns and infielder Thairo Estrada, acquired from the Yankees two seasons ago, 
had a breakout season, 


In 2021, the team clinched the NL West and the top record in Major League Baseball, finishing the year with a 
107-55 record, the best regular season in franchise history - spanning 139 regular seasons of play - surpassing 
the 1904 New York Giants (106-47-5). Following the season, Zaidi was named MLB's 2021 Executive of the Year 
along with being named the MLB Executive of the Year by Baseball America, The organization also enjoyed 
success at the minor league level, with the Low-A San Jose Giants and the High-A Eugene Emeralds each 
winning their league championships. 


In his second year with the Giants in 2020, the team finished one win away from their first playoff berth since 
2016. The Giants posted the sixth-best winning percentage among all big-league teams from mid-August on 
and enjoyed strong campaigns from Zaidi acquisitions Alex Dickerson, Mauricio Dub6n, Wilmer Flores, Darin 
Ruf, Donovan Solano, and Mike Yastrzemski on the offensive side and Jarlin Garcia, Kevin Gausman, and Drew 
Smyly on the pitching staff, 


In Zaidi’s first season with the organization in 2019, the Giants won 77 games, a 4-game improvement over 
2018, and the farm system had an overall win-loss record of 415-401 (.509), the TIth-best winning percentage 
of all organizations, a 15-place improvement from the 2018 ranking, Five of seven Giants’ stateside affiliates 
reached the playoffs in 2019, with Sacramento winning the Triple-A National Championship, 


Prior to joining the Giants, Zaidi spent four years as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ General Manager, joining the 
club in November 2014. Working alongside President of Baseball Operations Andrew Friedman, Zaidi helped 
pilot the Dodgers to four consecutive division titles while advancing to the National League Championship 
Series from 2016-18, and the World Series from 2017-18, The Dodgers posted one of the best seasons in 
club history in 2017, when the team established a Los Angeles record with a MLB-best 104 wins and won 
the National League pennant, earning recognition from Baseball America as its Organization of the Year. 
Los Angeles posted the second-best winning percentage in all of baseball (584, 379-270) during Zaidi’s 
four-year stint. 


Zaidi began his career with the Oakland A's, where he spent 10 seasons from 2005-2014, He began as a 
baseball operations analyst before being promoted to Director of Baseball Operations in 2009 and Assistant 
General Manager/Director of Baseball Operations in 2014. During Zaidi’s tenure with the A's, the team reached 
the postseason four times, including three straight seasons from 2012-14, 


Before entering baseball, Zaidi served as business development associate for Small World Media, the 
fantasy sports division of The Sporting News, and worked as a management consultant for the Boston 
Consulting Group. Zaidi earned his Bachelor of Science degree in Economics from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in 1998, While at MIT, he was named a Burchard Scholar and elected to Phi Beta Kappa, He 
completed his Ph.D in Economics from the University of California, Berkeley in 2011. 
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PETE PUTILA 


GENERAL MANAGER 


Pete Putila (pronounced puh-TELL-uh) enters his first season as the General Manager for the Giants, joining 
the organization on October 10, 2022. Putila is the 10th person to hold the title of General Manager for the 
Giants since the team moved to San Francisco in 1958, joining Chub Feeney (1947-1969), Horace Stoneham 
(1970-1978), Spec Richardson (1976-1981), Tom Haller (1981-1985), Al Rosen (1986-1992), Bob Quinn (1993-1996), 
Brian Sabean (1996-2015), Bobby Evans (2015-2018) and Scott Harris (2019-2022), 


Putila comes to the Giants after having spent the prior 12 seasons with the Houston Astros, most recently 
as Assistant General Manager, where he was involved with all aspects of baseball operations including a 
focus on amateur scouting, international scouting, player development and sports medicine & performance. 
The Astros combined regular season record during his three years as an Assistant GM was 230-154 (.599), 
the second-best winning percentage of any team in the Majors since 2020, The Astros won 2 World Series 
Championships and 4 American League Pennants during Putila's time with the Astros. 


He originally joined the Astros organization in 2011 as a baseball operations intern supporting baseball 
operations, player development, amateur scouting, and pro scouting. He was hired full-time to the position 
of baseball operations assistant in September of 2011 where his duties were expanded to include Major 
League advance scouting support. In 2013, he was promoted to baseball operations coordinator where 
he began working in conjunction with the decision sciences department to integrate research insights, 
decision-aids, and technology into player development processes across the Major and minor league levels, 
He also traveled with the Major League team in 2014 and 2015, conducting advance scouting and replay 
review, In 2015, he was promoted to assistant director of minor league operations where he assisted in 
all aspects of Major and minor league player development and minor league operations, A year later in 
2016 he was promoted to director of player development where he oversaw Major and minor league player 
development while assisting with the integration of scouting research and technology, 


Putila is a graduate of West Virginia University where he received his bachelor's degree in sport management 
and served as the baseball team's student manager. 


A native of Carmichaels, Pa,, Putila and his wife Amethyst currently reside in Potrero Hill with their German 
Shorthaired Pointer Donut. 
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
